As his contribution to the old- 
timers’ series, Alex Easton, be¬ 
tween chuckles, confined his 
story telling pretty well to sports 
in Coleinan during the early 
part of the century. Being an 
ardent sport fan himself, it is 
only natural that his recollec¬ 
tions of early Coleman centred 
on this topic. 

During the years prior to 1910 
and to some extent later, the 
only activities enjoyed by the 
major part of the population 
concerned sport of some kind. At 
that time, when the population 
of Coleman barely numbered 
1000 attendance at sporting 
events was almost 100%. Attend¬ 
ance at the rink was always 
high, and most of the time there 
was only standing room. In the 
summer when soccer was played, 
the stores closed for an hour or 
hour and a half on Saturdays to 
allow everyone to attend the 
games even though they would 
be open until 9 o’clock normally 
Football in the Pass was as good 
as could be found anywhere in 
Canada. Now with a much in¬ 
creased population, it is quite 
difficult to get a large attend¬ 
ance at any sporting event. 

Alex tells of a humourous sit¬ 
uation which developed in hoc¬ 
key during the 1906-7 season. 
The C.N.P. Hockey League com¬ 
prised of teams from Macleod, 
Pincher Creek, Blairmore, Cole-*"' 
man, and Fernie, and the scheo 
ule was divided into two halves. 
Pincher Creek won the first half 
and Coleman won the second. It 
was decided that a home and 
home series be played to decide 
the winner. The first game was 
held in Pincher where Coleman 
took the bad end of an 11-1 or 
11-3 score. So badily were they 
outclassed that the Pincher 
squad was certain to win the 
series. However, a few of the 
“sports” about town had a dif¬ 
ferent idea in mind. They took 
it upon themselves to make cer¬ 
tain that Coleman would win the 
next game at Coleman knowing 
that in doing so Coleman would 
have to lose the series by default. 
They brought in four players 
from the Trail and Rossland dis¬ 
tricts. These were Ellis, McWha, 
Paul ,and Jim Williams. The 
arena was then where the curl¬ 
ing rink is at present and the 
rink was managed by Mr. Frank 
Graham sr. Before the game, 
the newly employed four were 
told to keep out of sight until 
the referee rang the bell for the 


players to appear on the ice. 
When they did appear the four 
re-inforcements began to skate 
around the ice. Jim Williams 
was then considered the fastest 
skater that ever played pro. In 
the meantime the originators of 
the idea had placed heavy bets 
on the local squad, and in turn 
Pincher had taken up the bets, 
confident that they would win. 

After a few warm-up turns 
around the rink, Jim Williams 
began to open up in front of 
the opposition. The Pitcher 
team took one locfc, took off their 
skates, and caugffi the 9 o’clock 
train back for Pincher. Coleman, 
of course, lost by default. As no 
game was played, all bets were 
off, and the spectators lined up 
for their returned admission. A 
lot of people entered the rink 
without paying and went out by 
the way of the ticket booth 
where Mr. Graham was busily 
giving back the admission price. 
Extra money needed had to be 
taken out of the club’s funds. 

Another humourous incident 
told by Alex Easton took place 
during the fire in Coleman in 
the spring of 1906 when the 
buildings on the now present 
Cameron block were burned. The 
block in question was then made 
up of a two-storey structure at 
the west end, a drug store, Cam- 
•on’s Jewelery store ,a board- 
house operated in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Coleman Hotel, 
and Graham’s barber shop in 
that order coming eastward 
along main street. The fire began 
in the boarding, house and 
spread to buildings to the east 
of it. Coleman had water works 
then but no hydrants. Hoses 
were attached to outlets at the 
coke-ovens and in the basement 
of the Coleman Hotel. By the 
tiny; the hose coqpsftions were 
fitted and the hose laid under 
the track, the fire was well on 
the way. 

In order to keep the fire low, 
it was decided to dynamite the 
buildings. A charge was placed 
under the chimney of Graham’s 
building and set off. The result 
was that the chimney was hurl¬ 
ed into the air almost intact but 
the building remained as it was. 

Coming back to the present, 
Mr. Easton made a suggestion 
that should be taken seriously. 
As Coleman began in 1903, would 
it not be a good idea to celebrate 
its 50th anniversary some time 
next year? 


A letter was received by the 
school secretary from Mr. H. E. 
Balfour, Director of School Ad¬ 
ministration informing the 
board that the sketch plans for 
the two-room addition to the 
Cameron school were approved 
in principle. Final plans, tender 
and contract agreements will 
have to be submitted to the De¬ 
partment of Education for final 
approval. 

A letter was also received from 
the grades 3 and 4 classes in the 
Cameron school thanking the 
board for the trip which these 
classes took to Lethbridge where 
they toured the dairies, McGav- 
in’s bakery and the museum. 

The secretary was authorized 


on the school insurance. The 
secretary reported that the pre¬ 
mium has increased from $1595 
to $1695.43, an increase of 
$100.43.. 

Advertisements will be placed 
in the provincial dally papers 
requesting applications for a 
grade 3 teacher. A letter was re¬ 
ceived from Miss Constance 
Alexander of Bellevue notifying 
the board of her acceptance of 
their offered position on the 
school staff. 

Mr. Allen submitted his report 
for the month of May, which 
showed a total enrollment of 636 
and an average attendance of 
95.37%>. The enrollment was 17 
less than the previous month. He 
also reported that two of Mr. 
Spillers’ pupils had received 
awards from the Banff School of 
Fine Arts with their entries in 
poetry. 

The board closed the meeting 
upon acceptance of the financial 
statement and the inspector’s 
report.

A letter will be sent to the 
Minister of Highways requesting 
that the stretch of road between 
the highway and Central Avenue 
be hard-surfaced. 

A report from the fire commis¬ 
sioner’s office and from the two 
members of the fire brigade at¬ 
tending the Civil Defence fire 
training course held at Leth¬ 
bridge showed that J. Malan- 
chuk and J. Kinnear each re¬ 
ceived a mark o^ 93%.. 

By-law 253 regarding equip¬ 
ment with tracks using the town, 
roads, was given its second read¬ 
ing after being revised slightly. 

The pension plan for perman¬ 
ent town employees will be in¬ 
troduced after settlement of a 
few minor points in the plan. 
Employees concerned in this 
plan were to meet on Saturday 
and it is expected that they will 
accept the plan. 

The town council received no¬ 
tice from the provincial govern¬ 
ment that all plumbing will be 
left in the hands of the town. 
Fees for installation of plumbing 
will be the same as those charg¬ 
ed under government regula¬ 
tions. J. Malanchuk was ap¬ 
pointed plumbing inspector some 
time ago and he was instructed 
to see that plumbing!} installa¬ 
tions meet government specifica¬ 
tions. Plumbing permits are set 
at $5.00 for the first five fixtures 
and 25c fo reach additional fix¬ 
ture.

EDMONTON.—Auctioneers obtain- 

1 a top price of $4,600 and an aver¬ 
age of $2,050 for 27 young register¬ 
ed bulls at the eighth annual sale of 
Shorthorns from Claude Gallinger’s 
farm. 

Without any American or Eastern 
Canadian buyers present .breeders 
from the four western provinces sus¬ 
tained values at a satisfactory level.

CPR VICE-PRESIDENT MEETS 
DIESEL PIONEER: A college 
thesis was responsible for a long 
delayed meeting in Montreal re¬ 
cently between the Russian sci¬ 
entist who designed and built 
the world’s first diesel-electric 
locomotive (shown above) and 
the vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway. The story 
began when N. R. Crump (right), 
now vice-president of the C.P.R., 
was studying for his Bachelor of 
Science degree at Purdue Uni¬ 
versity, Lafayette, Ind., and was 
renewed in 1936 while Mr. Crump 
was locomotive foreman at 
Moose Jaw, Sask., and was work¬ 
ing on his thesis for his me¬ 
chanical engineer’s degree. His 
subject, “Internal Combustion 
Engines in the Railroad Field”, 
was one that required a study of 


facts that were almost unobtain¬ 
able at that time. Mr. Crump 
turned to the reports of Dr. 
George Vladimir Lomonosoff 
(left), a Russian mechanical en¬ 
gineer who had designed a diesel 
locomotive as early as 1909, and 
had one in operation in 1923, to 
get the information he needed. 
The 76-year-old Dr. Lomonosoff, 
whose son, ia s resident engineer 
with the Montreal Locomotive 
Works, has been living so quietly 
in Montreal for the past 2 years, 
that it was only recently that 
Mr. Crump learned of his pres¬ 
ence in the city and arranged an 
interview. Modern C.P.R. diesel 
electric locomotive built by the 
Montreal Locomotive Works is 
shown in the picture behind Dr. 
Lomonosoff and Mr. Crump.

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Canada's Farm Lands 


THROUGHOUT THE .PAST YEAR interesting information concerning 
various phases of life in Canada have been made public, as facts gathered 
in the taking of the 1951 census have been assembled by the statisticians. 
Among these many facts were some concerning the farming population 
and the areas of farm land under cultivation in Canada at the time the 
census was taken. The figures show that there are 54,509 fewer farms 
now than there were in 1941, but that the number of acres of farm land 
under cultivation has increased by 480,591. The largest increase in farm 
acreage has been in British .Columbia, where 16.6 per cent, more land is 
now being farmed. The number of farms in that province has increased 
by 21.1 per cent., showing that the average holding there is now smaller 
than it was ten years ago. 


The other Western province all show decreases in 
Figures Snow the number of occupied farms in the ten year period. 

Fa rifle Saskatchewan had 138,713 occupied farms in 1941 
and 112,018 in 1951. In Manitoba there was a drop 
from 58,024 to 52,333, while in Alberta there were 99,732 occupied farms 
in 1941 compared td 84,315 today. Several reasons are given for this drop 
in the number of occupied farms. The trend toward consolidation of farms 
in some places accounts in part for it, while the use of farm lands for 
pasture has also contributed to the decline. A shift in population to the 
cities has taken many from the farms, while the rapid growth of nearly 
all our larger cities has resulted in the taking, in of farm lands in the 
surrounding areas.

Reasons Given the fact that in 194l a farm was described as "one 

For Decrease acre 01 more of land which had y* elded agricultural 

products worth fifty dollars or more in 1940.” In 
the 1951 census, a farm was designated as,"a holding of three acres or 
more on which agricultural operations are carried out, or from one to three 
acres with agricultural production in 1950 valued at two hundred and 
fifty dollars or more.” While the figures have shown a decrease in the 
number of farms, they have also shown an increase in the acreage under 
cultivation in all the Western provinces. In Saskatchewan the number 
of acres under cultivation has risen in the last ten years from 59,960,927 
to 61,663,195. In Alberta it has risen from 43,277,295 to 44,459,632, while 
in Manitoba the increase has been from 16,891,522 to 17,730,393. In many 
countries all the land suitable for the growing of crops has long since 
been brought under cultivation, and Canada is fortunate in being one of 
those in which agriculture is still an expanding industry.

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BE BUDGET-WISE, USE EGGS 

The old question "which came first 
the chicken or the egg” is still a 
moot point but homemakers agree 
that when it comes to lower 1 cost 
foods the egg is one of the first on 
the list these days. 

Canada’s Food Rules state that we 
should have at least three eggs each 
per week. So, while the prices are 
low, help the food budget and the 
menu by serving eggs frequently. 

Eggs are such a versatile food that 
one famous chef was lead to remark 
that "eggs are the cement that holds 
the castle of cookery together”. Fol¬ 
lowing • are two “quickies” for the 
main course at luncheon- or supper. 
Egg Sandwich a la King 
1 can (10 oz.) condensed cream 
of mushroom, chicken or celery 
soup 

4 tablespoons milk 
4 to 6 hot hard-cooked eggs, 

’ peeled 

8 slices hot buttered toast 
Combine soup and milk and heat. 
Slice hard-cooked eggs. Make 4 sand¬ 
wiches with the hot buttered toast 
and half the egg slices. Season with 
salt and pepper. Place on individual 
serving plates. Place remaining 
slices of eggs on top of sandwiches 
and cover with the hot soup. 
Garnish with sprigs of parsley or 
sprinkle with paprika. Serve with 
a crisp green salad. Yield: 4 serv¬ 
ings. 

Baked Eggs With Green Beans 

1 can (10 oz.) condensed tomato 
soup 

10 oz. water 
1 cup dry bread crumbs 
1 cup cooked green beans (fresh, 
frozen or canned) 

1 teaspoon grated onion 
12 cup grated cheese 
4 eggs 

Mix soup and water (measured in 
soup can). Add crumbs, vegetables, 
and cheese. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Pour into greased 
baking dish. Break eggs one at a 
time into cup or saucer and slip into 
depressions made with a spoon in the 
tomato mixture. Bake in a moderate 
oven, 350 deg.

Hog Sales In 
Manitoba Up 

WINNIPEG, Man.— Hog market¬ 
ings in Manitoba from Jan. 1 to May 
17 show a 50 per cent, increase over 
the corresponding period in 1951. The 
provincial department of agriculture 
reported. 

Indications are the peak of the 
heavy marketing now is passed, the 
department said. Cattle marketings 
for the same period were down 15 
per cent, with most of the decrease 
taking place since the foot-and- 
mouth disease outbreak. 

Butterfat production is about 20 
per cent, above a year ago, the de¬ 
partment said. Lack of rain caused 
a serious pasture condition and many 
farmers were forced to feed to main¬ 
tain milk flow. 

Egg marketings reached a peak 
May 10, well above that of 1951. 
The regular seasonal decline now 
was evident and egg quality had de¬ 
teriorated sharply this year. Poultry 
meats in storage remained high with 
current marketings considerably in 
excess of local consumption.

Staking Your 
Tomato Vines 

To stake or not to stake tomatoes 
has been debated by home gardeners. 
Those in favor of it argue that stak¬ 
ing saves space, keeps fruit clean, 
lessens danger or losses from rot. 
Those against staking say it takes 
too much time and labor. 

Here’s the final answer: Tests 
show that tomatoes from staked 
vines are consistently higher in vita¬ 
min C. 

The reason? Because staked to¬ 
matoes get more sunshine than those 
on vines allowed to sprawl on the 
ground. 

Use strong stakes. Each stake 
should be five or six feet long and 
set into the ground to a depth of 18 
inches. Use strips of cloth to tie the 
plant to the stake in several places. 
Tie loosely. 

First make a loop around the 
stake with a cloth strip, then make 
a loop around the plant stem, and tie 
back of the stake. The loop aroifhd 
the stake should be tight to p^vent 
slipping, while that around the plant 
stalk should be fairly loose to pre¬ 
vent bruising or breaking. 

Staked tomatoes will do better if 
given a certain amount of pruning 
as they grow. Cut or pinch out 
suckers at leaf joints. Keep remov¬ 
ing suckers until the fruiting period 
is well advanced. If this is not done 
the suckers will sap the plant’s 
strength and the fruits produced Will 
be small and poor in quality. 

Tomato suckers grow in the joints 
of the stem between the leaf and the 
main stalk. The true fruiting spurs 
come directly from the stem on the 
opposite side and where there is no 
leaf stem.

Enemy Te Many Fanners 


WINNIPEG, Man.—The "Lilliputian" vple, public enemy No. 
1 to many Canadian farmers, was blamed lor millions ol dollars 
crop damage across the prairies. The tiny, furtive and extremely 
prolific prairies vole often is erroneously referred to as the 
Meadow Mouse. 


The vole who feasts, _ while ducka,’ 
deer, elk and other wildgame get 
most of the blame for the damage, 
is noted in scientific observations as 
ravagers of grain fields in eastern 
Canada as early as the 17th century. 
Scientists, call it "one of the greatest 
destroyers of crops in history.” 

George Freeman, project manager 
for the Strathmore area of southern 
Alberta, reported:

Swimming Tip 

How To 
Avoid Cramps 

(By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D.) 
When Johnny dives into the 
old swimming hole right after 
lunch, watch out. A cramp can 
make him totally unable to 
swim, float, or otherwise keep 
his head above water. 

Although all you are concerned 
with then is fishing him out before 
he drowns, your better knowledge of 
such cramps may prevent a future 
tragedy. 

Whether the cramp is in the calf 
of the leg or the abdomen, it is set 
off by the shock of the cold water 
and prolonged by the relative lack 
of blood to the muscle. 

Blood isn’t always equally distrib¬ 
uted in the body. The tiny branches 
of arteries widen or narrow to con¬ 
trol the amount of blood they carry. 
By a sort of switching arrangement, 
more blood can be pumped to the 
outer body muscles or to the inner 
organs, such as the stomach, intes¬ 
tines, and other organs of digestion. 

Right after a meal and continuing 
for at least an hour, the inner or¬ 
gans have a big job to do In break¬ 
ing down food to usable parts and 
sending those parts around to the 
right places for storage and use. 
This takes a lot of blood. It means 
that more blood is switched into 
these organs, leaving less for the 
outer muscles of the body. 

The exercising muscles don’t need 
as much blood then especially those 
of lower animals who have the good 
sense to go to sleep after a meal. 
Human beings, sometimes unfortu¬ 
nately, can overrule their basic ani¬ 
mal impulses and exercise right after 
eating. ^ 

When a muscle is working, it 
needs more oxygen and food energy. 
More blood is needed to bring these 
materials as well as “carry away acid 
waste from the muscle. When 
Johnny jumps up from stuffing him¬ 
self at a picnic lunch, dives in, and 
begins violent exertion in swimming, 
his muscles burn more oxygen than 
they are supplied with. Blood is 
mostly going into the internal organs 
to take care of that huge meal he 
just ate. 

When a muscle doesn’t have 
enough oxygen, it hurts. It may 
even tighten up into a rigid knot¬ 
like mass. This is particularly likely 
if it is also stimulated by the sud¬ 
den shock of cold water. 

Those who have had a foot cramp 
at night know how painful it is. 
They realize how helpless they 
would be if stranded In water with 
such a cramp. 

Other things make such swimming 
cramps more likely to occur. Lack 
of enough calcium in the diet, such 
as in milk, set up muscles for easy 
cramping?* Not being in top physical 
form favors cramps. 

At the beginning of warm weather, 
many people are not in shape to 
plunge into a lot of exercise. Fatigue 
from lack of sleep or too hard play 
earlier in the day is another factor 
which will help bring about swim¬ 
ming cramps. 

You may save your boy’s life if 
you will see that he gets enough rest, 
eats enough calcium-containing foods, 
and stays out of the water for at 
least an hour after eating. And 
when he does go swimming, taking 
a companion along is good insurance. 
One can save the other if a cramp 
comes on. 


spring is the number of mice observ¬ 
ed. They are the short-tailed va¬ 
riety which is quite adept at swim¬ 
ming. There are literally millions 
of them in the fields and over the 
roads.” 

He said oat crops were almost 
completely ruined by the mice and 
wheat had also suffered considerably. 
"On the brighter side, however, is 
the fact that these tiny animals are 
n6w dying by the thousands—another 
instance of Nature striking her bal¬ 
ance.” 

Officials of the wildlife group here 
explained that these were only pres¬ 
ent-day examples. They said an Old 
Testament reference to voles, cover¬ 
ing a plague presumably visited upon 
the Philistines, stated: 

"Mice were generated and boiled 
over the towns and fields in the midst 
of that region, and there was a con¬ 
fusion of death in all the land.” 

Aristotle wrote this of the voles: 
“The rate of propagation of field 
mice in country places, and the de¬ 
struction they cause, are rare beyond 
all telling . . .” 

Current investigation indicates the 
vole has survived the passage of 
time much more successfully than 
most of the ancient civilization. An 
almost unheralded menace to crops 
and, insofar as Western farmers are 
concerned, one which is widely tol¬ 
erated. 

In 1669, one historian recorded 
that “The Island of St. John (Prince 
Edward Island) is stated to be visit¬ 
ed eve^r seven years by swarms of 
locusts or field mice alternately . . . 
After they ravage the land, they 
(mice) precipitate themselves into 
the sea.” 

Records in Nova Scotia show the 
province experienced one of its great¬ 
est outbreaks of mice in 1815. The 
extent of crop damage was undeter¬ 
mined, but the record states, “by 
midsummer they had destroyed great 
quantities of hay and grain.” 

During the autumn of 1900 great 
numbers of mice over-ran central 
Saskatchewan and central Alberta, 
according to the American natural¬ 
ist, Preble, who had studied the vole 
extensively in western Canada. 

Preble, in a report on his findings, 
said "they also multiplied in some 
parts of Manitoba and all over the 
middle-west a great deal of grain 
was devoured by them, both in fields 
and store-houses.” 


To Find New Use For 
Coal By Experiments 

OTTAWA.—A coal-fired gas tur- 
bihe engine operating at half the 
cost of its diesel counterpart is the 
dream of Canada coal industry. 

Experiments on the turbine have 
started at McGill University under 
Prof. Donald Mordell. A pilot plant 
based on the principles of the engine 
is expected to be completed within 
five months. The federal govern¬ 
ment is' contributing about $100,000 
to the project.

— A jagged frag¬ 
ment of a broken pitcher claimed the 
life of a 62-year-old housewife here.

Mrs. Foster then slipped and fell 
on one of the sharp pieces, severing 
an artery in her leg. She bled to 
death, sitting on the kitchen floor, 
before medical aid reached the house.
